Barring a last-minute change in 
the agenda, Labour Minister Moshe 
Baram will taple a bill which would 
permit an employer to. withhold up 
to 50 per cent of a worker's pay 
for non-performance of his duty, 
pending a labour court's ruling on 
the dispute. : : 

The Histadrut is violently opposed 
to the bill, which would be “Amend- 
ment Number Three" to the 1957 
Work Dispute Settlement Law. 
Existing legislation forbids.an em- 
Ployer to reduce an employee's 
wees as long as he reports at his 
place of work. ν᾿ τς 

Over the years, this has led a 
fruwing number of dissatisfied 


workers to shun full-fledged strikes 
and instead turn to work sanctions, 
go-slows, Sudden refusal to work 
overtime and other measures aimed 
at pressuring employers inte yield- 
ing to demands. 

The proposed amendment would 
allow an employer to apply for im- 
mediate relief to the labour court, 
cand the tribunal's declaratory judg- 
ment would permit him to reduce 
the worker's wages until a nal 
court hearing is held and the dis- 
pute settled. 

The Histadrut Central Committee 
is on record. as opposing any move 
that would- impair its prerogative 
as sole go-between in disputes be- 
tween workers and management.

Cairo’s

The Soviet Union yesterday 
sharply attacked the Middle East 
policies of President Anwar Sa- 
dat, on the eve of his visit to 
the U.S. A major article in the 
Communist Party daily “Prav- 
da" accused Egypt of undermin- 
ing Soviet-Egyptian cooperation, 
of distorting Soviet actions, and 
criticized the Sinai interim 
agreement. 

On Friday, Sadat accused the 
Soviet Union of plotting with 
former Egyptian leaders to over- 
throw him. 

“Pravda” devoted six colamns 
on an inside page to the article 
by an “observer,” which usually 
denotes a collective effort by top 
party personalities. 

While Sadat was not criticized 
by name, it was obvious that 
he was the main target. The 
timing coincided with Sadat's 
trip to the U.S. and pointed up 
the Kremlin’s anger at Egyptian- 
American rapprochement and 
the poor state of Moscow-Cairo 
relations. 

“Pravda’s” observer started by 
saying the Egyptian press has 
been critical of the Soviet Union. 
“Unfortunately, those in Egypt 
who define the policy of Exypt 
do not rebuff such completely 
ungrounded attacks,” “Pravda” 
said, adding they are the ones 
who should set the record 
straight “knowing the real state 
of affairs.” 

“Pravda” said that those 
Egyptians who now try te down- 
grade Soviet economic aid, “prob. 
bably when writing their false 
articles, were using light sup- 
plied by Aswan dam and have 
eaten bread grown by peasants 
of fields irrigated by water from 
the Aswan reservoir.” 

Sadat has persistently charged 
that the Soviet Union refused 
to make good his 1978 war 
losses. “Pravda,” while not men- 
tioning Sadat, dwelt on Soviet 
military aid because “affairs in 
this field are being subjected to 
more impudent distortions.” 

“Pravda” said in 1973 “the 
whole world was witness to the 
uninterrupted flow by sea and 
air of Soviet arms and ammuni- 
tion to Egypt and Syria. 

“One has to stoop to utter 
shamelessness to declare, as some 
are doing now, that Egypt had 
then received ‘several suitcases 
of spare parts’ from the Soviet 
Union.” 

After the war, “Pravda” said, 
the Soviet Union continued to 
develop friendly cooperation with 
Egypt “in the military field on- 
der existing agreements.” 

But the authoritative article 
said, “This is a bilateral affair. 
Cooperation cannot be developed 
if one of the sides is trying to 
undermine it.”

By JACK MAURICE 
derusatem Post Correspondent 
PARIS. — Hpgyptian President 
Anwar Sadat and French Presi- 
dent Valery Giscard d’Estaing 
will discuss prospects of big arms 
purchases here by Egypt when 
they lunch together at the Elysee 
palace today. Sadat is making a 
brief stopover in Paris on his way 
to pay an official visit to the Uni- 

ted States. 

France is in hot competition with 
the United States and Britain for 
Egyptian arms orders, Although no 
decisions are likely until Sadat and 
his military experts have talked to 
the Americans and the British, 
Giscard has some tempting offers 
to make. 

Senior executives of the Avions 
Marcel Dassault-Breguet aviation 
frm — makers of Mirage war- 
Planes, the Snecma state-owned 
aeroengine company, the national. 
ised Aerospatiale civil aircraft firm 
and Thomson-CSF who specialise in 
radar and missiles, have all been 
to Cairo in recent weeks. 

The French are eager to capture 
a major slice of the Egyptian mar- 
ket for weapons. Since France lif- 
ted its embargo on arms deliveries 
to Egypt, Israel and Jordan when 
President Giscard moved into the 
Elysee Palace last year, Egypt has 
shown increasing interest in French 
weapons. 

After President Sadat's state visit 
to France in January it was an. 
nounced that Egypt would buy 44 
Mirage-F1 fighter-bombers. But the 
order has not yet been placed. 

Egypt is also interested in the 
Alphajet trainer aircraft which is 
built jointly by France and Ger- 
many. Egyptian pilots test flew 6. 
Dassault-Dornier Alphajet a few 
days ago. 

But the British Hawker Siddeley 
Hawk is also a strong contender 
for an Egyptian procurement of the 
trainer which could y‘eld an cr- 
der for £00 aircraft.

US. Jews up in arms 
over Herzog speech

WASHINGTON. — Israel's ambas- 
sador to the UN, Chaim Herzog, 
was embroiled yesterday in a bitter 
confrontation with the organized 
American Jewish leadership follow- 
ing his surprise accusations on Fri- 
day that American Jews had let his 
delegation down during the anti- 
Zionist debate in the UN social, hu- 
manitarian and cultural committee 

earlier this month. 

One Jewish leader, who declined 
to be’ named, suggested ‘that the 
Israeli government recall Herzog 
because his effectiveness in working 
with American Jewry has been se- 
verely curtailed. “He hurt himself 
and the whole effort,” another Jew- 
ish leader said. 

“Where were the Jewish people?" 
Herzog asked in his speech on Fri- 
day. “Here, in this city (New York), 
in the midst of the largest Jewish 
concentration in the worid, with a 


* small Israeli delegation fighting des- 


perately against the heaviest pos- 
sible odds to defend Jewry from a 


major anti-Semitic attack against 
Jews wherever they may be,” he 
said, Jewish leaders in America were 
“being passive on this issue.” 

Herzog was addressing an op2n 
meeting of the Conference of Pre- 
sidents of Major American Jewish 
Organizations, the umbrella organi- 
zation representing some 82 national 
Jewish groups. “It is time that world 
Jewry realized the dangers, mobilized 
and replied," Herzog, who only last 
month took up his post in New 
York, said. 

His unprecedented attack against 
America's Jewish leadership brought 
a sharp outcry from Rabbi Israel 
Miller,. the chairman of the Presi- 
dents’ Conference, and other Amer- 
ican Jewish leaders. “The American 
Jewish community has been alert 
to the dangers of the anti-Zionism 
resolution at the UN and has mobi- 
lized its constituency and friends in 
support of the position expressed 
by our government,” he said in a 
statement issued following Herzog’s 
address.

Missile fee ‘was not 
paid to Israeli agent’

WASHINGTON. — Arnon Mil- 
chan, a well-known Israeli arms 
agent, is gaid here to have been 
the Intended recipient of $300,000 
commission for a recent sale to 
Israel of Raytheon Hawk anti-air- 
eraft missiles. But the U.S. Defence 
Department barred Raytheon from 
making the payment. 

A. Newell Garden, Raytheon's 
publicity manager, told The Jeru- 
salem Post on Friday that Ray- 
theon had made “no payment to 
anyone in this case.” Earlier last 
week, Garden had been quoted by 
the “Boston Globe” as saying that 
the $300,000 bad been handed over 
by Raytheon's subsidiary Middlesex 
International to “an agent repres- 
enting Raytheon in Israel." He had 
declined to name the agent. 


Informed sources here said that 
the Israel Defence Ministry pur- 
chasing mission in New York, 
headed by Yosef Ciechanover, had 
asked the Pentagon to investigate 
the payment when it was first re- 
vealed last month by Rep. Les 
Aspin (D-Wis.). Aspin said, that 
the money was transferred only 
from Raytheon to Middlesex. 


Within the 48 hours Lt-Gen. 
Howard Fish, in charge of the De- 
fence Department's arms sales 
abroad, sent a letter to Ciechanover 
saying that the Pentagon did not 
permit Raytheon's paying the fee 
to an arms agent in Israel, despite 
such a request from Raytheon. 


Fish pointed out in the letter that 
the Pentagon had turned down 
Raytheon’s request because the Is- 


rael government has made it clear [" 


that it purchases arms directly 
from U.S. manufacturers without 
agents or middlemen. The Pentagon 
has approved such agents fees by 
U.S. arms makers to other coun- 
tries, including Saudi Arabia and 
several Latin American states, in 
order to win contracts.

Two more predictions of looming 
large-scale unemployment were 
sounded over the weekend. 

In Tel Aviv, Mordechai Amster, 
secretary of the Building Workers 
Union, told Israel Radio’s “Weekly 
Newsreel” that approximately 20,000 
construction workers would be laid 
off in 1976 as a result of the two. 
million-square-metre cutback in 
building starts during 1975. 

Appearing on Galei Zahal’s “This 
Week” programme, the director of 
the Treasury's Economic Planning 
Authority, Simba Landau, predicted 
that jobleasmess “will be umnavoi- 
dabie.” He hoped it would be only 
temporary, 85 workers from the 
construction trades and the services 
switch over to industry, especially 
that engaged in manufacturing for 
export. 

The gloomy job forecast was also 
reflected in a report issued on Fri- 
day by the Central Bureau of Sta- 
tistics. It said investment in con- 
struction and capital goods — in- 
cluding manufacturing equipment — 
during the first half of this year 
was 11 per cent below that of the: 
second half of 1974. 

‘Koor general manager Meir 
Amit, said in Haifa Friday that if, 
because of Israel's coalition gov- 
ermment, i? is impossible to cut 
down the number of ministries and 
civil servants, “then we must 
change our system cf government.”

Turks storm shrine 


after killing of 


second 


ISTANBUL, — Protesting the se- 
cond killing of a Turkish ambassa- 
dor within three days, an angry 
erowd of about 4,000 Turks yester- 
day stormed into St. Sophia Mu- 
seum, once 8 tine Greek 
Church here, and said Moslem pray- 
ers. 

The crow was outraged by the 
assassination on Friday of the Tur- 
kish ambassador to Paris and his 
chauffeur, On Wednesday, Ankara’s 
ambassador to Vienna was gunned 
down in the embassy by three 85- 
sasgins, who fied. 

Police in Paris yesterday were 
questioning Armenian exiles and 8. 
Self-styled group of Armenian 
“avengers” who claimed respon- 


sibility for Friday's murder of the pol 


Turkish ambassador and his chauf- 
feur. 

Ambassador Ismail Erez and his 
Turkish driver, Talip Yenez, were 
fatally shot by two gunmen who 
waylaid their car on a sharp turn 
along the Seine while they were 
returning from an Austrian Embas- 
sy reception. 

Erez wes the fourth foreign dip- 
tomat slain or in France 
by unidentified terrorists within a 
year. The Uruguyan military at- 
tache and the Spanish assistant mi- 
litary attache were killed The Yu- 
goslav consul in Lyon was serious- 
ly wounded. None of the assailants 
was ever caught. 

An autopsy showed Erez was hit 
by five bullets while his chauffeur 
wag hit by three, police said. 

Several telephone calls or pam- 
phlets to news media on both sides 
of the Atlantic asserted the Vienna 
murder of Ambassador Danis Tuna- 
ligil last Wednesday and the Paris 
murder attack were staged by Ar- 
Menian guerrillas. 

In Paris, an organization identi- 
fying Itself as “Commandos of Aven- 
gers of the Armenian Genocide” 
said, in an English-language tract 
that the attack was to remind the 
world the 2.5 million Armenians 
acattered abroad have not forgotten 
the massacre of their kinsmen by 
the Turks in 1915. 

The group said Turkey remained 
a “reactionary, brutal and barbarian 
state.” It said it will lay down its 
arms only if Turkey agrees to ne- 


envoy 


with the Armenians on how 
to re-establish historic justice. 

Police said they had no way of 
knowing whether'the group hed any 
existence, but police throughout Eu- 
rope tightened security around Tur- 
kish missions against any other 
terrorist attacks, Apparently they 
were timed to precede observances 
this coming Thursday on the 52nd 
anniversary of the founding of the 
Turkish Republic on October 29, 
1923. 

Although investigators focused 

their attention largely on Armenian 
exile circles, they did not rule out 
the possibility the attackers were 
Greek-Cypriots or even members of 
Turkey’s own clandestine factions, 
ice said. 
In Istanbul, the mob that yester- 
day charged through police lines 
“politely advised” ‘tourists to leave 
the St. Sophia Museum and prayed, 
led by the Mosiem Imam. Before 
continuing their march through the 
streets of Istanbul, the protesters 
left behind placards reading: “Damn 
Greeks,” “We will step on Greek 
blood for revenge” and “Church 
bells must stop ringing."

Turks, hoki Greeks or Greek- 
Cypriots responsible for the assas- 
sinations. i 

St. Sophia, considered a supreme 
masterpiece of Byzantine architect- 
ure, has been a hotly contested 
shrine between Christians and 
Moslems for over five centuries. 

The Museum lies on a square be- 
tween the Blue Mosque and the 
Topkapi Palace. Greek and Armeni- 
an shops around the square remain- 
ed shut for fear of violent out- 
bursts as reinforced Turkish rict 
police guarded Greek and Armenian 
churches in Istanbul. a city of 
about 20,000 residents of Greek ori- 
gin and over 100,000 Armenians. 

Meanwhile, the Athens News 
Agency reported that three Greeks, 
suspected assassins of the Turkish 
ambassador in Vienna, were re- 
leased yesterday after questioning 
by police. 

Athens police said the three, 
wanted by Austrian police, had 
Czech visas on ‘their passports 
proving they were not in Vienna 
at the time of the assassination.

Second Soviet spacecraft 
lands, photographs Venus 


MOSCOW {UPI). — A second So- 
viet spacecraft landed on Venus 
yesterday and sent back a pano- 
ramic -view of a lava-tike lands- 
cape before it apparently perished 
on the planet's fiery surface. 

Sclentists said the Venus 10 
craft performed 65 minutes of work 
after a soft touchdown, the second 
unmanned Soviet landing on the 
planet in four days. 

The official Tass news agency 
said Venus 10 landed about 2,200 
kms. from the spot where an iden- 
tifical sister ship, Venus 9, set 
down Wednesday. 

Moscow Radio quoted scientists 
at the space control centre as say- 
ing photographs transmitted from 
the Venus 10 showed what seemed 
Hike moiten lava. But they said 
they lad time only for a pre- 
liminary analysis. ‘ 

They said the photographs trans- 
mitted during the communications 
period included 8 panoramic view 
of the surface. Thus far, the Ve- 
nus photographs have shown only 
small regions of the ground. 

“Photography of the surface of 
the planet, measurements of light 
and analysis of the physical pro- 
perties and the nature of the rock 
at the landing site were studied 


for 65 minutes after the landing,” .

‘Depressing’ state of press freedom 
reported in Western Hemispehre 


SAO PAULO (AP). — An Inter. 
American Press Association (LAPA) 
report here on Friday described a 
“depressing” state of press freedom 
in the western hemisphere. 

Some countries received brief 
mention. “There is no freedom of 
the press,” was the report sections 
on Haiti and Panama. The sections 
on Colombia and Costa Rica both 
said, “There is freedom of the 
press.” 

But the section on Chile took 18 
typewritten pages to conclude that 
if Chile is judged by standards of 
press freedom in normal democratic 
societies, then “obviously there is 
mo freedom of the press in Chile.”

Bombs blast leftist publishers 
Lisbon calls off— 
-anti-coup alert 


LISBON. — The Portuguese armed 
forces yesterday called off their 
full nationwide alert against a pos- 
sible right-wing coup as Premier 
Jose Pinheiro de Azevedo issued an 
appeal for “unity and vigilance.” 

A spokesman for Copcon, the 
military security command, said the 
alert was discontinued at midday 
after 31 hours in which some road- 
blocks were set up, units confmed 
to barracks and cars searched. 

Pinheiro de Azevedo, in -aspeech 
in Oporto, made only vague refer- 
ences to Portugal's difficulties and 
did not refer to the alert. But a 
Socialist Party -statement charged 
the alert and the supposed right- 
wing coup attempt were pretexts to 
create alarm in the country with the 
aim of toppling the premier’s mo- 
derate coalition. 

An immense crowd — radio sta- 
tions estimated its size as as much 
as 150,006 people — packed Opor- 
to's downtown area to shout their 
support for Pinheiro de Azevedo and 
his government. The crowd jeered, 
however, af Gen. Carlos Fabiao, the 
army chief of staff, who two weeks 
ago let off mutinous left-wing sol- 
diers in the city without punish- 
ment. 

Pinheiro de Azevedo said: “In 
this difficult but glorious moment 
the country is living through, I 
direct an appeal to the people of 
the north, the certre and the south, 
an appeal to unfty and vigilance in 
of the 


revolution.” ' 

He asserted that Portugal had 
enemies, but they could not be 
among the Portuguese people. He 
listed the enemies as exploitation, 
runaway capitalism and scorn for 
freedom.

UN resolution 
on Zionism 
decried by 
U.S. papers 


NEW YORK. —- Three top Amer- 
ican newspapers have published 
strong editorials decrying the UN 
resolution declaring Zionism a form 
of racism. 

“Significantly,” “The Wall Street 
Journal” wrote, “the vote on the 
UN resolution united not only the 
Predictable Communist and Arab 
delegations but also every major 
rightwing dictatorship — Chile, 
Brazil, Spain, and by an abstention 
the U.S. considered unfriendly, Ar- 
gentina. 

“In short, the basic division was 
not between left and right, but be- 
tween those nations that are liberal 
societies and those that are not... 
Our true friendships can well be 
limited to the liberal core of the 
30-odd countries who stood with us 

The “New York Times” wrote 
thet “to single out and twist one 
national ideology for cynically pro- 
pagandistic purposes masked 25 a 
solemn act of diplomacy goes be. 
of inter- 
national discourse.” 

The “Times” said the passage of 
the draft resolution by the Social, 
Humanitarian and Cultural Commit- 
tee “lacks even the slightest ele- 
ment of Social, humanitarian, cul- 
tural or any other kind of justifi- 
cation.” 

The “Los Angeles Times” said: 
“This resolution belies the integrity 
of those Arab states that protest 
their willingness to co-exist with 
Israel. The resolution also contra- 
dicts the United Nations itself. For 
the creation of Israel, the Jewish 
national homeland, the objective of 
Zionism, was sanctioned by the 
UN.” (JTA, AP)

Ford blasts UN vote | 


‘in strongest terms’ 


WASHINGTON. — U.S. President 
Geraki Ford added his voice on Fri- 
day to “deplore m the strongest 
terms” the U.N. Social Committee 
resolution characterizing Zionism as 
“a form of racism.” : 

“Such action undermines the prin- 
ciple upon which the United Nations 
is based,” Ford said in a statement. 

Ford pointed out, ‘Tt has been a 
general principle of the United 
States to take grave exception to 
eny action that weakens the United 
Nations as an effective forum for 
the peaceful resolution of interna- 
tional disputes.” 

He said spokesmen for the U.S. 
in the UN “have expressed well and 
forcefully the view of this adminis- 
tration and the American people on. 
this issue.” 

Meanwhile, the U.S. Ambassador 
to the UN, Daniel Moynihan said on 
Friday, ‘This was a most distaste- 
ful and palpable threat to democracy 
— distasteful and disgusting and 
we cannot ignore it. Those who ar- 
gue we musn't defend ourselves... 
are self-defeating.” 


Moynihan, speakin; 
luncheon in Boston, defended a con- 
gressional resolution cond 
the vote and President Ford's state- 
ment. He said the day is over for 
the “American elitist diplomat” who 
“treated these forums often as a 
kind of classroom with us as tole- 
Tant teachers... for overlooked 
adolescents. 

“We have persisted in believing 
only what was said to us privately 
and ignored such public platforms. 
We must realize that this forum has 
consequences and must make our 
beliefs known publicly and demand 
that others are held to thelr word,” 
he seid. 

In another move, Israel's UN Am- 
bassador, Haim Herzog, on Friday 
called on World Jewry to mobilize 
and deploy itself to meet the dan- 
gers of the UN resolution. 

In a speech at the Conference of 
Presidents of Major American Jew- 
ish Organizations Herzog asked: 
“Have our senses here become so 
dulled that we do not perceive the 
danger of this resolution?” He noted 
that Israeli media had “com- 
paatively scant attention” to the pas. 
sage of the resolution in a UN com- 
mittee a week ago.

7 Denmark’s social welfare plans 
are little affected by 


current economic slump

DENMARK is a pleasant country, 
and Copenhagen is wonderful; as 
everybody knows. It is true that the 
Danes have their worries, but they 
are of ἃ peculiar kind. When I was 
there, there was a strike on at the 
Carlsberg Breweries because the 
male workers' demand for wage 
terms equal to those of the women 
had been rejected by the manage- 
ment on the grounds that the girls 
worked harder and were more ef- 
tieient. Carlsberg's women 
employees have their own trade un- 
jon, set up generations ago when the 
men refused to accept them as 
members. Today both unions are af- 
filiated to LO, the Danish equivalent 
of the Histadrut, which did not in- 
terfere In the conflict, however. In 
any case, wage equality between 
men and women {s guaranteed by 
law. And the LO has other things to 
bother about. 

Unbelievable though it may seem, 
happy Denmark is going through 4 
severe slump. Unemployment is ap- 
proaching 10 per cent — worse than 
in Britain or the U.S. Export in- 

-dustries — which occupy an impor- 
tant place in the Danish economy — 
have been hit by world recession, in 
particular by the dropping demand 


rule states that even ifa company in- 
disputably has sufficient assets on 
paper to cover its debts, it will not be 
deemed to be solvent unless it has 
sufficient cash reserves, or assets 
which are immediately realizable, to 
meet actua] payments when they fall 
due.

But local housing activity has also 
declined by almost one half. In- 
dustrial investments are down. Am- 
ditious projects — like the bridge 
over the ‘Oeresund (between 
Copenhagen and Malmoe) and the 
international airport on Saltholm — 
have been shelved. In winter the 
number of jobless is expected to in- 
crease sharply. 

Moreover, prospects for 1976 are 
not encouraging. Official forecasts 
envisage a decline of unemployment 
to six per cent of the labour force, 
but this depends on an early 
recovery of the American and the 
EEC economy.

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Health, recreation and mis- 
cellaneous account for 28 per cent of 
Personal spending, as compared to 
20 per cent in Germany, and 18 per 
cent in Britain.

Workers’ Profit Fund 

The programme reflected the 
almost unanimous decision of the LO 
congress in 1975 to have wage- 
earners taking part in future capital 
growth, no longer dependent on 
capital to be accumulated solely by 
way of profits, depreciation, and 
government appropriations (from 
tax revenue). The bill tabled in the 
Danish Foiketing in 1973 envisaged 
the formation of a Wage-Barnera’ 
Investment and Profit Fund, to be 
financed by émployers' con- 
tributions in proportion to their 
respective wage-bills. The contribu- 
tion was to start with half of one per 
cent, and to rise gradually to five per 
cent after 10 years. It was argued 
that this additional charge would be 
bearable because fringe benefits in 
Denmark are relatively iow, only 23 
per cent of basic wages, (half as 
much as in Germany, one third of the 
figure in Israel), as most welfare 
programmes are shouldered 
by the state. Also, that it would 
shiit the companies’ spare funds 
from wage hikes to capital forma- 
tion, and thus contribute to in- 
dustrial development. 

Contrary to conventional par- 
ticipation schemes, however, the 
Wage-Earners’ Investment Fund 
would be completely separated from 
the contributing companies. It would 
be owned jointly by all pensionable 
wage-earners in equal shares: every: 
employee working for at least 32 
weeks would have an equal share, 
irrespective of his wage or salary, 
and his resuiting contribution. The 
Fund certificates would not be 
negotiable, though they would be 
eashable after. seven years, in- 
cluding the respective dividends and 
interest. The Fund would be ad- 
ministered as a huge investment cor- 
poration by a board of 60 members, 
of whom 36 would be appointed by 
the trade unions, and the rest by the 
government. 

Two thirds of the Fund's revenue 
would be invested in the contributing 


(AP) 
contributed by it for other in- 
vestments. In any case, one third of 
the aggregate revenue would be free 
for investment in projects chosen by 
the Fund’s board. 

In course of time it would thus 
become a major financial source — 
in particular of new equity capital — 
and exercise an ever growing role on 
industrial decisions and economic 
management, even though it would 
not be allowed to acquire more than. 
50 per cent of shares of any in- 
dividual company. Cashing of its 
certificates would also provide an ἡ 
important supplementary income to 
Denmark's wage-earners. And it 
would provide a social force 
by means of the equality and 
solidarity principle inherent in its 

constitution. 

* However, it was just this principle 
of equality and solidarity which was 
subject to scathing criticism by the 
Danish Employers’ Confederation, 
which argued that in practice the 
rank and file would have next to no 
influence on the .Fund’s ad- 
ministration; that the Fund would 
adversely affect small, labour- 
intensive enterprises (which play an 
important role in Danish industry); 
deter multinational companies from 
investing in Denmark; and general- 
ly inhibit the Danish economy's flex- 
ibility and competitive force. 
Instead of the compulsory, uniform 
partnership, the employers 
suggested their own scheme based 
on voluntary investment clubs of 
‘wage-earners in individual com- 
panies, which would:be given 
various tax incentives. Eventually, 
the bill hag to be withdrawn when 
the Labour government was upset, 
and it turned out that Mogens 
Glistrop's maverick party — op- 
posed to high taxation and to the 
welfare state — commands a bigger 
electoral support than had been 
presumed.

There is nothing shameful 


this. Pragmatism is the stuff 


of politics — especially of Israel politics, based as they are 
on coalitions. It is certainly not for Mapam’s Victor Shemtov 
to rail against pragmatism, or even cynicism. Mapam has 
many a time engaged in ideological acrobatics in order to live 
with majority decisions of the cabinet. 

Instead of greeting the new young minister with a cold 
shower of hostile polemics, Mr. Shemtov would have been

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How to pay strikers 


HA’ABETZ (independent) comes out 
in favour of the proposed bill that 
would provide pay during partial 
strikes or “sanctions” that would 
be proportional to the magnitude of 
the sanction and the damage to 
production. The bill does not have 
the backing of the Histadrut, and 
the paper finds this difficult to un. 
derstand. “If the Histadrut had an 
impressive record of ‘accomplish- 
ment in the struggle against those 


who impose sanctions, its opposition 
would be understandable. But the 
phenomenon of sanctions marks one 
of the Histadrut’s greatest failures 
as most sanctions are adopted with- 
out its approval or in direct vio- 
lation of its orders.

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Danny’s case for freedom

Parliaments gathered in 
Brussels to consider how to help 
beleaguered Jews in the Soviet 
Union. A day of earnest dis- 
cussions produced a declaration 
of concern at the failure of the 
Russians to comply with the 
“final act’ at Helsinki and to ac- 
cord freedom to emigrate to 
their Jewish minority — and the 
announcement of the setting up 
of a small drafting committee, to 
prepare the structure of a poten- 
tial European group of MPs, 
concerned on behalf of Soviet 
Jewry. 

Some of the delegates were in- 
terviewed by various media. But 
while, in the main, the con- 
ference created little excitement 
in a city which is continuing to 
enjoy a conference boom in the 
midst of commercial recession, 
for me, the occasion was lit up 
by Lev Yagman — a modest, 
diminutive, bearded man whom 
no one elise at the meeting other 
than the Israeli delegates had 
ever heard of. 

Astronomical figures, even 
only millions, mean nothing to 
individuals. Individuals, though, 
mean everything to people. 

Thus, 2,500,000 Jews in the 
Soviet Union is a figure of 
academic interest, like the 
curious fact that Belgium has 
fewer inhabitants than London. 
And while no one is particulariy 
impressed if ἃ man happens to

For many in prison it 
was Danny Yagman. . 


NEARLY TWO YEARS AGO 
now, little Danny came to Lon- 
don with some half dozen of his 
friends, all as guests of the 
British Parliamentary Com- 
mittee for the Release of Soviet 
Jewry, and all united by one 
shared misery — each had at 
least one parent stil] in- 
carcerated in the Soviet Union. 
Danny was pert, cute, bright, 
mischievous and amusing. For 
instance: The Archbishop οὗ 
Canterbury opened an exhibition 
for Soviet Jewry in the great 
Wren church of St. Martin's in 
the Fields, Trafalgar Square. 
Sponsored by our committee it 
was timed to open on the arrival 
of our Israeli guests. Little Dan- 
ny thanked the Archbishop, ina 
few well-chosen (and splendidly 
memorised) English phrases, 
duly inscribed in ink on the palm 
of his lefthand. __ 

Later that day, MPs heldatea 
party at the Palace of _West- 
minster for our young guests. 
Danny was asked to propose the 
vote of thanks. He went bright 
read and apologised. He had, 
alas, washed his hands — and 
the speech was erased for ever. 

Anyway, Danny told us about 


his father — an engineer, 
specialising in marine engines, 
sentenced to five years strict 
regime as 2 result of the second 
Leningrad trial. He sparked off 
campaigns which sought to ob- 
tain Yagman'’s premature 
release — after all, if Silva 
Zalmanson can be “sprung,”’ 
what about the rest? And 
anyway, we hoped that we would 
at least ensure that the name of 
Yagman was well known in the 
West. His treatment would not 
go unmarked, ; 7 
“Danny duly returned home to 
Haifa, loaded down with 
presents from British admirers. 
And two years later, I heard that 
Yagman was released from 
prison. 


IN THE HALL of our Brussels 
hotel, a friend introduced me to 
akindly, bearded companion. ‘I 
suppose you know Lev 
Yagman?” he said. 

We embraced, Russian'style. 
We laughed with delight at 
meeting — and at stories of the 
conjuring tricks which Danny 
had brought home from London. 
Three million Jews had become 
one Lev Yagman. 

The next morning, Lev spoke 
to the conference. He told how he 
had known in prison of Danny's 
visit to London and of the efforts 
that were being made on his 
behalf. He explained how he had 
received a postcard from his lad 
— two months late, but full of 
joy. He explained how even the 
itortures of prison life are 
mitigated both by the jailors 


knowing of outside concern and 
by the hope which is born of the 
knowledge that people care. ἡ 
There were other speeches — 
solid, competent, kindly, com- 
passionate — and..punctuated, 
just for good luck, by a few well- 
intended idiocies. But for me, 
this was Yagman’s Brussels. He 
injected hope and heart into the 


impersonal work of a committee - 


— and as a Parliamentary wit 
recently remarked: ‘This 
definition of a Parliamentary 
committee is a cul-de-sac into 


which ideas are iured, there to : 


be quietly strangled to death.""- 
Our new committee is still in 
the course of creation. But it will 
be duly born in due course and 
will live. As a distinguished 
Liberal Baroness, Nancy Seear, 
remarked to me afterwards: 
“Tt's so much easier, isn't it, to 
feel a cause when you know the 
people?"

The Haifa municipal 
spokesman writes: ‘The city 
was under no obligation to do 
this and had πὸ funds for it. 
When we asked the Antiquities 
Department if it would share the 
cost, the answer was negative. 
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Nor was Dr. Biran prepared to 
use his authority to expropriate 
all or part of the jand op which 
the relics have been found, as he 
is entitled to do under the law.” 
A more restricted’ plan was 
agreed upon. Three private plots 
were cancelled (‘‘at con- 
siderable cost to the city") and 
the site thereby increased from. 
11 to 20 dunams, the spokesman 
writes. Four private owners 
received permits to build on 
their plots: facing north where 
the view is the most scenic. They | 
were allegedly persuaded to 
keep their apartment blocks low 
enough to keep the view open. 
The first building ‘went up and
